“I found that the super-ntendent had 
been getting a train ready for me and 
it was loaded with the probable 
victims. I sprang on to the cab and 
with a couple of short toots from the 
whistle started the machine, the one 
in best repair In our possession. I had 
been over the line nearly every day 
for a fortnight and knew where I must 
endeavor to make the best time. 1 
hadn't had any time to figure it out 
mathematically. I must take frightful 
risks on the straightaway parts and 
let up on the curves. And even on the 
curves | must drive far beyond a safe 
rate, 

“If I may be sald to have got on well 
on any part of the journey it was the 
first half. For that period my arm 
Was steady and my brain was cool 
Nevertheless it was an hour calculated 
to break the stoutest nerve.

CUTLER HARDWICK, 


Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon for Benjamin Cutler Hard- 
wick at his late home 484 Washington 
street, Dorchester, and interment was 
at Mount Wollaston cemetery . 

Mr. Hardwick died suddenly at his 
home Saturday evening. He had just 
returned from a meeting at the Dor- 
chester Second church, when he was 
overcome by heart failure from which 
he did not rally. 

Mr. Hardwick was born in Quincey, 
Oct. 3, 1833, one of five children of 
Charles and Mary Hardwick. At the 
age of twenty-six he went as a pioneer 


to Alpena, Mich., where he achieved 


success in the business of general 
merchandise and real estate. He 
helped to build up that flourishing 


town, 

Returning to Quincy in 1868, Mr. 
Hardwick assumed the care of the es- 
tate of his father, who had been one 
of the leading granite dealers. After 
ten years he moved to Dorchester, 
where he had lived quietly for thirty- 
four years. In 1887 he built the resi- 
dence on the corner of Washington 
and Tremlett streets adjoining the 
Walter Baker estate, of which he was 
made executor by Mrs. Baker. 


Mr. Hardwick was a liberal sup- 
porter of the Second church in Dor- 
chester, Where his constant atten- 
dance emphasized his loyalty. Mis- 
sionary causes, like Hampton and 
Tuskegee, appealed to him with un- 
failing force, and his gifts to the 


American Board were generous, yet 
quietly bestowed. He shrank from 
any official position, but by abun- 
dant reading kept himself well  in- 
formed in all the enterprises of the 
church in the world. 

Mr. Hardwick was a brother of the 
late Charles H. Hardwick of Chestnut 
street and the late Franklin Hardwick 
of Spear street and is survived by an 
only sister, Mrs. M. J. Hall who has 
cared for him in the last years of his 
infirmity. He was in his 79th year. 

Beside his sister he leaves two 
nephews, Charles Frank Hardwick of 
Spear street and Charles Theodore 
Hardwick of Chestnut street and two 
nieces Mrs. William E. Alden of 
Chestnut street and the only daughter 
of his sister Mrs. Hall of Dorchester.

ANOTHER CONTRACT 


The third big contract of the year 
to be secured by the Fore River Ship- 
building Co., was clinched Monday 
when the company signed a contract 
with the Union Sulphur Co., to build-a 
steamship for them practically on the 
same lines as those of the Herman 
Frasch which was launched at the 
Fore River yards Dec. 11, 1909. 

The new steamship is to be nearly 
300 feet long, a little shorter than the 
Frasch. In fact it is practically a 
duplicate of the Frasch but a little 
smaller. She will be a single screw 
steamship of the single deck type, con- 
structed with patent topside tanks 
forming three large self-trimming 
cargo holds, each operated by twin 
hatchways. 

The after part is a long poop with 
Liverpool house on top in which will 
be berthed the engineer, officers and 
their assistants. Also a shore bridge 
with bridge house is forward of amid- 
ships for the captain, navigating offi- 
cers, saloon, chart room, pilot house, 
ete. 

She will have a straight stem and 


semi-elliptical stern and will be 
rigged with three pole masts and 
wireless telegraphy outfiit. She is de- 


signed especially for the carriage and 
operation of bulk freight expeditious- 
ly and is fitted with kingposts op- 
erating twin booms on which is a 
transfer capable of discharging car- 
goes at a rate of over 300 tons per 
hour. 

She will be fitted with engines of 
1,800 horse power and the contract 
calls for a speed of ten knots per 
hour. She will ply between New York 
and Mexiean ports in the sulphur 
trade. The Frasch on her trial trips 
developed a speed of 12) 1-4. knots 
which was over a knot better than the 
contract called for and if the Fore 
River Co., keeps up its reputation, it 
is probable that the new steamship 
will do even better than the 10 knots 

The two other big contracts secured 
this year are the battleship Nevada 
and the tank steamer for the Cuban 
Distilling Co. These with the sulphur 
boat means plenty of business at the 


Fore River yards for several years 
and employment to thousands. of 
workmen. 

Besides this it might be mem- 


tioned that the company in addition 
to the above was the low bidder on 
another large steamship for the Stan- 
dard Oil Co., bids for which were 
opened Monday and the chances are 
very favorable for their recelving this 
contract. 

The contract price for the sulphur 
boat is something like $400,000.

The two Quincy waterways bills 


SATURDAY, FEBRUARY 17, 1912 were given hearings Thursday before 


the committee on Harbors and Public 
Lands. Both bills were given strong 
local support and neither met with 
any opposition, For the Mayor's bill, 
Representative Piper stood sponsor 
and opened the hearing by briefiy ex- 
plaining the vill and calling attention 
to the fact that the requirements of 
the bill are such as to make it abso- 
' lutely safe for the State to take up. 
He said that all it asked was that the 
Directors of the Port of Boston make 
an investigation of conditions in 
Town river and if, in their discretion, 
they found it feasible to undertake 
the widening and deepening of the 
channel then the work should go on 
under their supervision. He called 
Frank Fessenden Crane, Commission- 
er of Water Fronts, Water Ways and 
Navigation as the first speaker. Mr. 
Crane stated that it was his intention 
to be as brief as possible, since there 
were a number of other speakers and 
he wanted them all to be heard. He 
characterized the bill as a_ purely 
| business propositicn with the purpose 
in view of improving the water front 
for business pursuits. He described 
in detail the location and course of 
Town river, and the various wharf 
property situated thereon. He said 
that no public money had been ex- 
| pended on the river since the appro- 
priation of the 5lst Congress which 
amounted to $50,000. Except in a few 
| places, there is no water at the head 


| of navigation in the river, at certain 


times. He announced that the city 
was prepared to appropriate $100,000. 
for a new public dock but until the 
river was made to accommodate good- 
ly sized vessels that it would be folly 
to build such a dock. Asked by the 
chair if he thought the amount asked 
for in the bill ($25,000) would be 
enough, Mr. Crane said “Yes, that 
would be enough to start the commer- 
cial end of it and if the city developed 
enough business, as he expected it 
would, that the state would probably 
be asked for more money. He went 
on to say that large concerns such as 
the Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Co., and the granite industries had to 
use scows and lighters as a means of 
transportation between their plants 
and the deep water. “At a conserva- 
tive estimate” said Mr. Crane “I be- 
lieve there would be a difference of 


| $30 to $60 cost on every vessel that 


came up the river, if the river were 
made deep enough to accommodate 
them.” 

Mayor Stone spoke next and reiter- 
ated Mr. Crane’s remark about the 
proposed public dock. He said there 
was no doubt about the city’s end of 


| it, and explained that last year’s leg- 


islature gave the city the power to 
borrow money for the specific purpose 
of building the dock, but the city had 
not exercised its power pending the 
outcome of this petition. The mayor 
enumerated some of the business in- 
terests that would be affected by the 
proposed new legislation and said 
that Town river represented the city’s 
principal shipping points, and furth- 
er that he knew that Quincy could 
double its shipping busines if this act 
went into effect. He stated that the 
$25,000. would be ample to clear all 
obstructions and make it easy for the 
city to develop its commercial pros- 
pects. 

Attorney Arthur G. Wadleigh, rep- 
resenting the Baker Yacht Basin, 
strongly favored the passage of the 
bill and said that his clients had a 
large interest at stake. He declared 
the Baker Yacht basin to be the best 
in the state if not in the country and 
had an investment representing $300,- 
000. He emphasized the fact that the 
work proposed would be done under 
state supervision and that in itself 
would protect the state’s money from

He was followed by Alfred O. Diack, 
President of the Granite Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, who dealt chiefiy 
with advantages of the proposed pub- 
lic dock, the establishment of which 
hung on the success of this bill. Ex- 
Representative Peter T. Fallon said 
he had shipped more granite on Town 
river than any man living and that 
the granite shipments went to 100,000 
tons per year. He stated that the 
river in its present unnavigable con-

Captain Hiram Phillips claimed that 


as a resident on the banks of Town 
river he was in a good position to 
testify to the infinite possibilities for 
commercial purposes that the river 
possesses. He summed the present 
condition up tersely by saying that 
“the banks of the river are too near 
together and the bottom is too near 
the top” which raised a general 
laugh. 

Captain Daniel Higgins, a sailing 
master, state and United States pilot 
for a half century said he knew every 
foot of Town river and had not the 
slightest doubt but what the river 
could be made navigable and safe 
enough for the vessels that now have 
to lighten their cargoes a long dis- 
tance. He cited a case where he had

should represent them as their Mayor 
or their members of the General 
Court. In fact the voters today, un- 
der the present regime in_ politics 
choose their man by going to the 
polls the same as they do on elec- 
tion day and therefore, get in close 
touch and become more interested 
in the affairs of the day. 

Under the old system of nomina- 
tion by convention it is a well-known 
fact that those not directly Interest- 
ed in politics and there are a great 
many people who do not interest 
themselves and are not in touch 
with those who would represent 
them. But, under the new system 
every voter may exercise his rights 
of franchise. Many of the States 
have already adopted the policy of 
electing United States Senators by 
the people and Massachusetts will, 
undoubtedly, in the near future. The 
new conditions regarding the man- 
agement of political affairs today are 
educating the people along the lines 
of good Government by bringing 
them in direct touch with the affairs 
of the day and placing more respon- 
sibility on the shoulder of the voter

Dr. Perin in opening his address 
told two short stories by way of 
iljustration and said he should 
speak on the chureh, its future and 
what it should be His text Was 
taken from the third chapter of Ist 
Timothy. 

“The chureh,” said the speaker, 
“is so familiar, many often stop and 
ask what it is for. It has become to 
us commonplace, just as the sun has 
become a common thing as we see 
it every day. Just so with the home, 
it is so familiar with us we often 
forget its fundamental meaning. 
When the church is turned into a 
social club it has missed its aim. It 
is true that we as brothers and sis- 
ters and individuals af the church 
may be engaged in social service, 
but when we ask that the church 
turn from its fundamental principle 
to an organized social service we de- 
prive it of its individuality. Funda- 
mentally it is not the business of the 
church but incidentally it is. Scarce- 
ly one per cent of the $300,000 raised 
for the Franklin Square Home but 
came from people that were jnter- 
ested in the church. Eight or nine 
per cent of all associate’ charity 
workers are church people, so that 
incidentally the church is doing 
much along the line of education and 
the promotion of social life, but 
fundamentally it is not its purpose, 
nor its business. So it is with trade 
unionism. Incidentally it is doing 
much for it, but fundamentally it is 
not its business to allie itself with it. 

The creation of the church is due 
to heart hunger and nothing else. 
Men are hungry and must be fed. 
The problems of life are many. The 
natural instinct of everyone is to be 
honest, but sometimes difficult to be 
BO It is here that the church 
should step in and give the help that 
the man needs who is trying ta be 
honest, but is sorely tempted, and 
help him to face the problem and 
solve it. So it was with all the great 
moral and social problems. The 
church has been the inspiring mover 
to all good works, but its primary 
purpose is not to build benevolent 
institutions but ta help men = and 
women selve the problems of the 
cammon everyday life. To give 
cheer, hope, courage, strength and 
victory by showing them how to con- 
nect their lives with the great 
source of all help, God.

CITY HALL ENLARGING, 


One of the important maters called 
to the attention of the City Council 
by the Mayor at the last meeting was 
the need of enlarging City Hall, and 
recommending an appropriation of 
$3,500 for enlargement, aceording to 
a plan by the City Engineer.

The military stud- 
ies are most nu:nerous and have to 
do with the battles of the Revolution 
as well as with the events of the 
Civil War. Very Interesting is his 
showing that the Americans at the 
battle of Bunker Hill were saved 
from utter defeat and capture only 
by the grass blundering of the 
British, The diplomatic studies and 
one or two of the military studies 
eoneerned with the civil war admit 
us behind the seenes, and reveal 
more than any other writings the 
coutrotting forces of that great con- 
flict. Familiarity with his father's 
diary and related papers affords 
Mr. Adams this advantage. Perhaps 
we have here an intimation that the 
world is soon to see that important 
diary in published form If so, it 
will be an event In the histery of 
our times. 

In Studies Military and Diploma- 
tie the vigor, thoroughness and pas- 
sion for the truth, so characteristic 
of all Mr. Adaws’ writings, are un- 
diminished. As one is carried along 
in a direet and forceful stream of 
argument and exposition he feels 
that the concluding word is said, 
that nothing more will need to be 
added. He gave us in his Three Epi- 
sodes of Massachusetts History such 
a town history as no other communi- 
ty in New England is _ fortunate 
enough to possess. In his later 
writings the Natich is receiving light 
upon the good and the evil tenden- 
cies of the times which should prove 
highly beneficial. (His frankness 
and courage in dealing with the 
unpopular side of great questions dis- 
tinguishes him among present writ- 
ers. These qualities exercised in ab- 
solute devotion to truth, constitute a 
family trait. We should be proud 
that here in Quincy was the chief 
scene of its growth and of its trans- 
mission through so many genera- 
tions.

C. Hearn of the Board of Trade, Rep- 
resentatives Piper and Leslie and 
others. 

Of the two bills that relative to the 
boulevard was the most extended and 
it met with a little opposition on the 
part of G. B. Bates. 

The hearing on the boulevard was 
held before the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs and was conducted by 
Representative Leslie. 

Mr. Leslie briefly explained the 
bill and termed it “the missing link.” 
He said Quincy was anxious to have 
the work done and that it was in di-

rect accord with the policy of the 
State to finish construction work al- 
ready underway. He called upon 


Mayor Stone to speak and the mayor 
went in to the details of the 
of money spent by Quincey in payment 
of its share in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict.

Prefacing his remarks with the re- 
sume of the conditions of industrial 
insurance in Massachusetts, the speak- 
er told of the move by a group of pub- 
lic spirited men to enablt the public 
to procure life insurance at the lowest

possible cost. 

With this in view, a bill was intro- 
duced and passed, authorizing banks 
to open insurance departments and 
furnish insurance at cost to the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts. 

The law provides that the bank 
shall spend no money in soliciting this 
business, that there shall be no house 
to house canvass and that the profits 
shall be returned to the policy holders 
in the shape of dividends. A gen- 
eral insurance guarantee fund pro- 
vides security of the very best. 

As a result of this movement, the 
industrial insurance companies re- 
duced their rates 10 per cent and upon 
the opening of the first savings bank 
insurance department suffered a fur- 
ther reduction of 10 per cent. 

If the movement has accomplished 
nothing else it has saved the people 
jin Massachusetts a million and a half 
| dollars a year by these reductions. 

Mr. Kimball told of the work at 
Whitman and Brockton where banks 
had opened departments and of the 
later addition of the Berkshire County 
Savings Bank of Pittsfield. 

The manufacturers are co-operating 
in this public welfare move and over 
150 public agencies have been opened 
in various manufacturing establish- 
ments in Massachusetts. 

At the plant of the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery company at Beverly over 
$250,000 in insurance is carried with 
arollof almost 600 policy holders.

Dear Editor: 


I have been here for nearly two 


weeks and have with me my friend,! 


Benjamin F. Curtis, a native of Quin- 
cy and a large property holder in our 
city, but for many years a winter res!- 
dent of the Capital. 


We have visited the House of Re-' 


presentatives and U. S. Senate. 
was in the Senate the day Senator 
Rainor of Florida made his tirade on 
ex-President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Rainor is a very eloquent and 
forceful speaker and the way he 
abused and ridiculed Col. Roosevelt 
was to my mind entirely out of place. 
It seems to me, it is wrong for men 
sent to make our laws and paid by the 
people for that purpose, to use their 
time and influence in abusing any 
man, especially one of the mast popu- 
lar men in the country. He said 
that he would be willing and glad to 


see the ex-President sent to China,' 


and that he would be almost willing 
to make a new treaty with that coun- 
try and allow free entrance into this 
country of all Chinamen in exchange 
for the position to Teddy of President 
of China. 

Also I was in the Senate when the 
Senator from California offered the 
resolution to inquire into the affairs at 
Lawrence. I have always been a 
great admirer of Senator Lodge, but 
I never was so proud of him as I was 
on that day, when so many eloquent 
men in the highest tribunal in this 
country tried to belittle the State of 
Massachusetts. That great man 
Senator Lodge stood up and with 
great ability and genius defended our 
State as no other man could. It made 
my heart leap with joy to know that 
I had always defended him when 
others reviled him. Massachusetts 
can well be proud of her Senior Sena- 
tor. He said: ‘The governor of Mas- 
sachusetts is not of my party, but 
Mr. President he is the governor of 
my State and I will not allow any one 
to say or abuse him or my State, I 
know that the old State of Massachu- 
setts can settle that strike without in- 
terference of any outside influence.” 

Also today I listened to Senator 
Lodge on the Arbitration ‘treaty for 
peace with England and France. My 
dear fellow citizens of Quincy, those 
of you who have spoken and worked 
against Senator Lodge, I would like 
to have you see how he holds the 
attention of the Senate, while speak- 
ing in the interest of our beloved 
state and nation. You could hear a 
pin drop so attentive were the sena- 
tors and visitors to his every word. 
He said among other things that the 
United States has done more for uni- 
versal peace than all the countries of 
the world combined, and if the millen- 
lum ever comes, it will be through 
our earnest endeavor in that direc- 
tion. 

It has been beautiful spring weath- 
er since I came here with open cars 
on many of the lines.

LOSS OF WORKERS. 

In his exhaustive and able essay 
on what is costs the people of Balti- 
more to secure the million dollars a 
year which the city now receives 
from the liquor traffic under the high 
license law, Rev. John Roach Stra- 
ton, of that city, makes the following 
statements: 

Another industrial loss is the eco- 
nomic value of the lives of those who 
are killed or driven insane or made 
criminals or paupers by drink, for 
all such lives are taken directly out 


of productive activity, and their 
value is, consequently, lost to the 
community. What are these lost 
workers worth to us annually? Dr. 


N. D. Hillis says: 
“Statisticians reckon the average 
man's value at $600 a year. Each 


worker stands for an engine or in- 
dustrial plant worth $10,000, produc- 
ing at 6 per cent an income of $600. 
The death of the average workman, 
therefore is equivalent to the des- 
truction of a $10,000 mill or engine.”

their control: the insurance men are 
after them if they allow it to accumu- 
lgte in their cellars; and the city re- 
fuses to take it away. 

That deems to be Quincy's predica- 
ment also. We barely get our ashes 
carted off, to say nothing of waste 
paper, and waste paper is not only 
the bane of merchants but of house- 
keepers as well. It is a problem 
that has got to be faced sooner or 
later.

@ decision handed down at Somer- 
ville last week regarding re-shing- 
ling. A Somerville contractor was 
qbnvicted of a violation af a Somer- 
ville ordinance requiring the roof of a 
yuilding, in whole or in part, to be of 
non-combustibe material, to the sat- 
isfaction of the building inspector. 

He took exception and was sustained 
by the full bench of the supreme 
court. He repaired a roof with or- 
dinary wooden shingles, with which it 
had been covered when it was built, 
which was before the city ordinance 
took effect. 

While the statute under which the 
ordinance was passed is held constitu- 
tional under the police power of the 
gtate, the court decides that the re- 
ghingling of a roof does not come 
within the purpose of the statute, re- 
shingling being simply a repair of an 
axisting structure.

Employees at the Fore aver ship 
yard are interested in the amendment 


to the @ight-hour bill as proposed in 
eongress last week. Under the olq 
eight-hour law it provided {hat abl 


work for the government} should = be 
done under th eight-hour law. That 
is it Was strictly prohibited that em- 


ployees on government conyarts 
should not work more thay pjsht hours 
in any one day. Vader this law it 
was imposgihie for employees in the 
shiv year to have their usual Saturday 
afternoon off during the summer 
months. 

Heretofore it was posstblte by the 
employees working more than eight 
hours q dey to make up the extra 
jie se that the yards could = shut 
down at noon on Saturdays. 

When the contract for the 
ship Nevada was awarded the Fere 
River Co., it was anngupyed that 
eventually in compitance with this 
law, that wen would have to work 
eight Wours each day for six days @ 
week. Up to the present time hew- 
ever this law only affects the 
draughtsmen as jaey are the only ones 
now empleyed on the battleship 
wank. it will only be a question of 
a few weeks however hefere the rule 
will be extended fo ath of the other 
workmen, 

The amendment that has been pro- 
posed to the bill provides for 48 
hours per week om government work. 
The passage of this amendment how- 
ever wilh permit the workmen te put 
im the 48 hours im five days and a half 
thus making it possible for a Satur- 
day half holiday throughout the year. 
A petition asking that this amendment 
| be enacted is being circulated among 
the employees of the yard and is be- 
img generally signed. It will be for- 
warded to Senators Lodge and Crane 
and to Representative Curley.

I hereby promise, God helping me, 
to abstain from all distilled, ferment- 
ed and malt liquors, including wine, 
beer, and cider as a beverage and to 
employ all proper means to discour- 
age the use of and traffic of the same 


SOCIETY MUST SAVE ITSELF. 

Society is learning that it must save 
itself by doing away with the liquor 
traffic. The recent contest in Texas, 
which demonstrated so clearly the 
growing weakness of the liquor in- 
terests, was an attempt on the part of 
that state to work out its civic sal- 
valon by securing a law prohibiting 
the liquor business. That is the sig- 
nificance of the great movement in 
Maine which demands the renteion of 
a constitutional law that declares “the 
saloon with all its evil and corrupt- 
ing influences, shall never be pro- 
tected by the law of he state.” 

ome years ago the emphasis was 
placed upon the salvation of the in- 
dividual drunkard, a work in which 
every Christian man and woman 
should evince whole-hearted interest. 
But today while there is no less pity 
for the victim of drink, the vicious and 
corrupting effect of the saloon as an 
institution is being realized, and so- 
ciety is showing a determination to 
rid itself of this curse. 

“Pity for the family of the drunk- 
ard has been largely replaced as amo- 
tive in the temperance movement, by 
the cool-headed appreciation of the 
real strength of the saloon in its com- 
mercial and political elements,” says 
Charitis and Commons. “Less is 
heard about the sin of drunkeness and 
more about the lawlesness of the sal. 
oon. No doubt sin is most reprehens- 
ible, but crime can be reached by 
grand juries, and interests which are 
essentially and persistently vicious, 
corrupting and anti-social in one way 
or another, can and must be ‘brought 
under social control. This we believe 
to be the genuine significance of the 
present extraordinary  anti--saloon 
movement.” 

WHICH SHALL IT BE? 

The liquor men are coming to un- 
derstand that the warfare between the 
temperance and liquor forces is to be 
fought to a finish in the next few 
years, and in their inmost hearts, they 
are very fearful as to its outcome. 
Beverages, of New York recently 
made the statement, “In less than ten 
years from now the retail Mquor bus. 
iness will be generally regarded as 
quite as honorable and morally unob- 
jectionable as the restaurant or hotel 
business, OR IT WILL BE ABOLISH. 
ED.” This assertion, coming from 
such a source, is extremely interest- 
ing at this particular time when the 
newspapers are publishing in big 
headlines the slogan of the Christian 
Endeavorers, “A Saloonless nation be- 
fore 1920.” The two prophetic utter- 
ances from widely different points of 
view are significant, and have in them 
for the man who loves America much 
assurance and encouragement.

CAN CONVEY TO WIFE. 

A new law goes into effect April 
20 whereby a man can convey real 
estate to his wife without a third party 
and two transfers being necessary. 
The new law is due to W. T. A. Fitz- 
gerald, registrar of deeds in Suffolk 
County, whose experience in his office 
convinced him that such a law was 
needed. 

Under the old law if a man wished 
to convey real estate to his wife, or a 
wife to her husband, the legal fiction 
of the two being one person prevented 
direct transfer, and it was necessary 
first to deed it to a third person and 
then to the wife or husband. 

The new law Husband and 
wife may make conveyances of real 
estate to each other except by way of 
mortgage as if unmarried; but no such 
conveyance shall have any effect either 
in passing title or otherwise until the 
deed describing the property to be 
transferred is duly acknowledged and 
recorded in the registry of deeds for 
the district where the land lies.”
